2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
require the incorporation of a coupling agent selected from an epoxy or methacryloxy 
silane. The specification provides a showing which compares the claimed silanes with 
amino silanes, shown in the Miyata. The allegation of unexpected results due to the 
incorporation of the claimed silanes when compared to the amino silane has been found 
persuasive.
